Marissa Whalen's tiny face 
was so black and blue with 
bruises that she couldn’t be 
seen in public. 

Her mother did nothing to 
protect her. 

The two-year-old was force- 
fed to the point where she 
would throw up and then be 
forced to eat the regurgitated 
food. 

Her mother did nothing. 

She was abused regularly by 
her mother’s girlfriend who 
ultimately took the toddler’s 
life. 

Again, her mother did noth¬ 
ing. 

“Marissa had to live the last 
month of her short life in 
what can only have been a 
combination of fear and suf¬ 
fering,” Judge Robert Reid 
said Monday in Superior 
Court in Welland at the sen¬ 
tencing hearing of Roseanne 
Whalen, 26. 

“She was a toddler. She had 
no means of independently 
defending herself or seeking 
help. She had to rely on 
adults and particularly one 
adult, her mother, who chose 
not to assist her”

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Roseanne Whalen convicted of second-degree murder 


While there was no evidence 


ed the Fort Erie woman ever 
laid a hand on her daughter, 
the judge said she was equally 
responsible for the girl’s death 
and sentenced her to life in 
prison on a charge of second- 
degree murder with no possi¬ 
bility for parole for 15 years. 

Whalen, wearing a purple 
sweater and black pants, 
sobbed in the prisoner’s box 
as the judge read his decision. 

“She failed to perform the 
most basic and fundamental 
duty of a parent to a child, 
namely to protect the child 
from obvious physical harm,” 
Reid said. 

"In her failure to act, she 
preferred her own interests in 
maintaining a relationship 
with Ms. Hill over the needs of 
her daughter!’ 

Whalen’sgirlfriend Rainbow 
Hill pleaded guilty to second- 
degree murder in a Welland 

received a life sentence with 
parole ineligibility for 12 years 
—three years less than 
Whalen. 

Whalen pleaded not guilty 
and a trial was held in 
Hamilton in April.

Hadfield had asked the judge 
to consider his client be eligi¬ 
ble for parole at 12 or 13 years, 
saying Whalen is intellectually 
low-functioning and easily 
swayed by others. 

Outside the courtroom, 
Hadfield said his client’s sen¬ 
tence is akin to "sending a 
12-or 13-year-old” to jail. 

“I still believe Ms. Whalen is 


profoundly delayed,” he said. 
“She was diagnosed at a very, 
very early age and was in spe¬ 
cial education classes all 
throughout public school and 
high school." 

A psychologist testified ear¬ 
lier that Whalen had a very 
limited intellectual capacity 
that brought her into the range 
of an intellectual development 
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disorder She has limited abil¬ 
ity to read and write. 

A psychiatrist agreed she 
was a slow learner and had 
difficulty managing complex 
tasks, but disputed that she 
had a developmental delay. 

Hadfield said his client has 
no criminal record or previous 
involvement with the police 
and was co-operative with 
police in providing informa¬ 
tion that ultimately led to the 
arrest of Hill and to the loca¬ 
tion of Marissa’s body. He said 
Whalen was also assaulted by 
Hill and was too afraid to come 
forward when her child was 
being brutalized. 

The Crown, who said 
Whalen was so besotted with 
her girlfriend, she put her rela¬ 
tionship with Hill ahead of her 
duty as a parent, had sought a 


period of parole ineligibility of 
22 years. 

Thejudgedescribed Whalen 
as "clearly street-w ise" and 
doubted claims she suffers 
from a developmental delay. 

“Ms. Whalen did make a 
tearful statement at the con¬ 
clusion of the sentencing 
hearing, attesting to her love 
for Marissa andher daily regret 
about Marissa’s death,” Reid 

“I consider Ms. Whalen’s 
statement in court to be as 
staged as her emotion in the 
(police) taped meeting with 
Rainbow Hill. It was conve¬ 
nient, but not convincing. It is 
another example of her street¬ 
wise coping mechanism, by 
which she tries to manipulate 
the situation to her own 
advantage.” 


Court heard Family and 
Children’s Services of Niagara 
began monitoring Whalen in 
2009 after receiving an anony¬ 
mous complaint 

The agency and public 
health nurses expressed con¬ 
cern to Whalen over Hill's neg¬ 
ative influence. 

When Whalen left Hill in 
May 2010, FACs was satisfied 
that Marissa was being cared 
for appropriately and closed its 
file on the basis that Whalen 
agreed to contact them if she 
resumed her relationship with 
Hill. 

Whalen returned to Hill in 
late June or early July of 2011. 

Marissa was dead within a 
month. 

From July 1 up until the time 
of her death, the judge said, 
Marissa was “scared, malnour¬ 
ished and abused." 

"She was hit, slapped, 
punched and force-fed. She 
was made to stand against a 
wall for extended periods, often 
while Ms. Hill and Ms. Whalen 
sat on the couch getting high 
on marijuana.” 

On July 29, 2011, court was 
told, Marissa awoke with a full 


l kicked her in the stom¬ 
ach, knocking her to the floor: 

Hill’s son, who was six years 
old at the time, asked his moth¬ 
er why there was blood drip¬ 
ping from Marissa’s nose and 
mouth. 

Whalen and Hill buried her 
body in a remote wooded loca¬ 
tion in Ohsweken on Six 
Nations territory, near 
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Her remains were found Oct 
16of that year. 

A cause of death could not 
be determined due to the 
advanced state of decomposi¬ 
tion of the tiny 
body.

that mental health and cri¬ 
sis workers said there is not 
enough money provided 
by all levels of government 
for suicide. 

And the limited money 
that is awarded now comes 
with too many restrictions- 
-spending deadlines; it 
cannot be used on pro¬ 
grams or services that may 
overlap with other mental 
health areas, those that 
may receive funding from 
different sources; it's one¬ 
time funding only. 

"Our community part¬ 
ner-ships are one of our 
biggest successes, because 
without them we wouldn’t 
be able to do anything," 
said Bovine, who works for 
the John Howard Society. 

The suicide prevention 
coalition, a group that 
includes more than 20 
Niagara agencies and ser¬ 
vices, expects by the end of 
this year to release a 
Niagara-specific report in 
the topic with six key rec¬ 
ommendations. But there 
were plenty offered up for 
the MP, when there seemed 
to be consensus among the 
three dozen people at the 
forum that the subject 


nature merits more than 
the 90 minutes that were 
set aside Friday morning. 

Among other pressing 
issues in Niagara: suicide 
support is severely lacking 
for its rural and isolated 
populations, transporta¬ 
tion to services is a prob¬ 
lem and followup care can 
take too long to receive, if 
it’s available. While there 
are grief groups, there’s 
very little post-suicide sup¬ 
ports in place. 

Much attention is 
focussed on prevention, 
but far too little emphasis 
is put on intervention and 
“postvention” resources 
and services. 

It was also noted that in 
a region for which 14 child 
psychologists are pre¬ 
scribed, there are only 3.5 
assigned full time. 

Money was the constant 
theme. "If you look at what 
we’re spending on suicide 
research, it’s telephone 
numbers,” said Rory Butler, 
founder of Welland-based 
YourLifeCounts.org."At the 
end of the day, we have 
five-and six-year-olds 
dying by suicide... and 
that’s disgusting.”

The end of 'the 
growing 
season' is 
approaching

As I write this, the sky is 
beginning to pink in the 
east and another wonder¬ 
ful autumn day begins. 

Another day to bring in 
the ‘fruits’ of the growing 
season and to prepare our 
space for the cooler weath- 

I loathe to say it, or frost. 

These warm and dry and 
sunshine days are precious 
in collecting seed for next 
spring. 

And these are lovely 
times to reflect on the good 


growth and what has been 
accomplished this year. 

I do keep a gardener’s 
journal, not just because I 
love to know exactly ‘when’ 
I got on the land in the 
spring, but also to keep 
record of the names of 
what I have planted and 
also what has grown espe¬ 
cially well. 

This year it has been a 
pleasure to watch the con¬ 
tinual bloom of ‘Banana 
Cream daisies and the 
“Mesa Yellow” Gaillardia— 
they are still growing 

The idea of this journal 
writing was placed in my 
mind during history stud¬ 
ies in high school in 
Philadelphia 

As a transplanted 
Canadian, I was not espe¬ 
cially interested in U.S. his¬ 
tory but I was curious 
about the "growing jour¬ 
nals” that George 


Washington and Thomas 
Jefferson kept. 

These record a lovely 
picture of the gardening 
and thinking of the time. 

Their faithfulness to 
record growing season 
events while they led such 
busy lives always inspired 
me and I have kept a jour¬ 
nal in one form or other 
since that time. 

It has helped when we 
transplant and share, to be 
able to identify for others 
the specific name and the 
corresponding bloom and 
other features. Every plant 
has a story to tell! And it is 
nice to be able to share 
their seeds for the next 
season. 

So that is the goal this 
week, to collect and record 
and save some of the seeds 
for starting and cuttings 
for propagation. 

Thanks to like minded 
growing friends who call or 


e-mail to share their har¬ 
vest with us, we are start¬ 
ing to see the greenhouse 
fill with good growth and 
life that will cheer us on 
those cold days yet to 
arrive. We are so glad for 
all the contributions of 
plants, seeds and recycled 
pots and growing trays. 
Each one helps in many 

I have also been thinking 
of the 'harvest moon’ 

It was early this year but 
a predicted full moon for 
Oct. 8 may give us another 
harvest moon or possibly 
‘frost: 

I believe we have the 
‘official’ end of our grow¬ 
ing season approaching on 
Oct. 15 giving us a growing 
season of 168 days more or 

I hope it is “more” as we 
still see lovely roses bloom 
in the late afternoon sun¬ 
shine. The scent of these 


roses and the crunch of the 
dry leaves evokes such 
pleasant autumn memo¬ 
ries. I want these times to 
linger longer. 

And sharing a savory 
dinner recipe will help to 
extend the harvest mind¬ 
set. 

This one is Suzanne’s 
Pasta Primavera with 
Rosemary: 

Slice 1 cup zucchini, yel¬ 
low squash, cherry toma¬ 
toes, onions (or more than 
one cup if you wish) 

Cook hot whole wheat 
pasta (amount depends on 
you) 

Slice and saute vegeta¬ 
bles in olive oil until tender 
crisp; mix with pasta and 
keep warm. Blend together 
one cup nonfat cottage 
cheese, 1/4 cup evaporat¬ 
ed skim milk, one teaspoon 
dried rosemary (could add 
one teaspoon basil and 
marjoram) 1/4 teaspoon 


pepper and two teaspoons 
fresh lemon juice. 

Don’t heat the sauce just 
put over hot pasta and veg¬ 
etables to warm. 

Oh, and share this with a 
neighbour or friend who 
are dining on their own 
and you can extend the 
harvest season in hospita¬ 
ble style! 

So here’s to good golden 
autumn days and beautiful 
evenings when the work is 

May the laughter of the 
children and the warmth 
of the sunshine stay in your 
heart and memory. 

Keep watching for those 
monarchs. There are 
(thankfully) more this

For the first time in years horse people can 
breathe a sigh of relief. 

Jeff Leal, minister of agriculture, food and 
rural affairs, said the Fort Erie Race Track 
will host a minimum of 37 race days in 2015. 
The number of race days will be determined 
in the Fort Erie Live Racing Consortium's 
application that is subject to approval by the 
Ontario Racing Commission. 

Leal made the announcement last 
Wednesday afternoon at the racetrack in 
front of political dignitaries and horse peo- 

Leal said he knows how “important racing 
is to the community (of Fort Erie).” 

“Horse racing is part of the fabric of rural 
economies.” 

Leal is “delighted" Fort Erie's racetrack 
will be able to continue hosting race days in 
2015 and beyond with support from the pro¬ 
vincial government’s five-year Horse Racing 
Partnership Plan. The plan came into effect 
on April 1 of this year, and it is the govern¬ 
ment’s five-year plan to invest $500 million 
to support the horse racing industry in 
Ontario. 

"Our government remains committed to 
working with industry, owners, breeders 
and track operators across Ontario in sup¬ 


port of horse racing in the prov- 

Fort Erie Live Racing Consortium 
chief executive officer Jim Hubert 
said Wednesday’s announcement 
gives horse people, and their fami¬ 
lies, confidence in the industry 
after years of uncertainty. 

"I’m standing here for the first 
time in seven years and I can say 
there will be racing next year,” 
Thibert said. 

It will take “many years” before 
it is possible, but the CEO said the 
racetrack wifi one day host 74 races 

Thibert is optimistic about the 
future of the Fort Erie Race Track 
since it was sold to Buffalo-based 
buyers Carl Paladino, Bill Mosey, 
David Kompson and Joel Castle in 
August this year. 

“There will be racing next year, 
and we have new buyers who are 
willing to bring in investment,” he 

Fort Erie Mayor Doug Martin 
thanked Leal for visiting Fort Erie 
Race Track to reiterate the provin¬ 
cial government’s commitment to 
"This is great encouragement to 
those who rely on the racetrack as 
their source of income," he said.

When people ask 
Ridgeway’s Glen Finbow 
why he decided to start his 
own alpaca farm, he tells 
them it's because of singer 
ClayAitken. 

"My wife, Lynda, and I 
went to a Clay Aitken con¬ 
cert at the Erie County Fair, 
(in Hamburg, N.Y.) and we 
saw many animals there," 
Finbow said. 

"We saw a few alpacas 
and we really liked them.” 

When Glen and Lynda 
returned home, they began 
researching the animals to 
learn more about them. 

“We always wanted to 
build a farm. We had 60 
acres of land and we didn’t 
know what to do with it,” 
Finbow said. 

“The rest is history I 
guess.” 

Split Rock Farms is now 
home to about 100 alpacas 
at 1652 Ridge Rd. N. in 
Ridgeway. 

The Finbows opened the 
doors to their farm on 
Saturday and Sunday to 
educate the public about 
alpacas. 

"We open the farm a few 
times a year. We have the 
open house in September 
and we open up a limited 
amount of days in 
Decemberforthe Christmas 
season,” Finbow said. 

About 1,000 people visit¬ 
ed the Ridgeway farm over 
the course of the two days. 

With Split Rock Farms 
nesded away behind “many 
trees and shrubs” on Ridge 
Rd., “many people don't 
realize" the farm is there. 

"We open our doors 


because we want to intro¬ 
duce people to alpacas,” 
Finbow said. 

“They really are beauti¬ 
ful creatures.” 

The Finbows have been 
in business for nine years, 
selling one-of-a-kind socks, 
hats, gloves, scarves and 
other accessories from 
alpaca fleece. 

"Alpaca fleece is so much 
warmer than most fleece,” 
Finbow said. 

“It also has the ability to 
wick away the moisture 
from your skin.” 

According to Finbow, 
Alpacas live to be 20-years- 
old. Female alpacas weigh, 
on average, 145 to 150 
pounds, while male alpacas 
weigh 150 to 180 pounds. 

Finbow said alpacas are 
gende creatures that prefer 
die company of their own 
to other animals or people. 

“If they get upset, their 
only means of defence is 
running away from or spit¬ 
ting on people.”

Whether it's a few dollars or 
spare change, every penny donat¬ 
ed to the United Way of Niagara 
Falls and Greater Fort Erie goes a 
long way toward helping those in 
need. 

The charity kicked off its fund¬ 
raising campaign last Tuesday at 
the Boys and Girls Club on Lewis 
St. This year’s campaign goal is to 
raise $220,000. Every cent given to 
the fundraising campaign supports 
an organization that aids Fort Erie 
residents. 

This year, campaign chairman 
Jennifer Pellegrini is encouraging 
local businesses to get involved in 
the campaign. 

"We really want more active 
engagement in our community,” 
Pellegrini said. 

She is encouraging local res¬ 
taurants to hold a breakfast, a lun¬ 
cheon or dinner in support of the 
United Way. 

“It can be a special menu item, 
or it can be a night where the owner 
is committed to contributing a 
portion of a day or meal’s proceeds 
to the United Way,” Pellegrini 
said. 

Pellegrini is also encouraging 
businesses to hold workplace cam¬ 
paigns. 

“A lot of people, when they hear 
about workplace campaigns think 
'Oh my goodness, it’s too much to 
donate such a large contribution,” 
Pellegrini said. “But it doesn’t have 
to be that much. I’m asking people 
to donate a dollar a week, and do it 
for 52 weeks.” 

If 100 people gave $1 a week for 
52 weeks, Pellegrini said that would 
mean $5,200 for the United Way. 

“That’s the kind of thing we’re 
asking people to do. We're asking 
them to give what they can com¬ 
fortably give.” 

Even if people live in one city 
and work in another, Pellegrini 
said they could participate in their 


workplace’s campaign and “ear¬ 
mark their contributions for the 
community where they live.” 

“That's what I do, because I 
want my annual contribution to 
help people where I live.” 

Pellegrini would also like to see 
children support the United Way 
in their school communities. 

“Participating in the campaign 
teaches your children the notion of 
giving to someone other than 
themselves," Pellegrini said. 

“It’s about teaching them the 
spirit of giving and that’s as impor¬ 
tant as anything else." 

The United Way of Niagara
